Xlemorial hospital a man who has 
probably been as potent a factor in 
the labor mov'ement as any man in 
the country. 
He is Xlartin Irons, at present 
master workman of the Arkansas 
remnant of the Knights of Labor. 
For tlie past year he has been liv­ 
ing on a little farm across the river 
from B ig Rock. 
Last week he be­ 
came ill with fever, and last Xlon- 
day was taken by friends to the 
City hospital, where he is now be­ 
ing treated. 
He is billed to deliver an address 
at Scannon, Kas., September 5,un­ 
der the auspices of the Knights of 
Labor, but fears that he will not be 
strong enough by that time 
and 
that he will have to disappoint the 
people. 
‘ T am ^^thting too old for active 
work in the labor movement,” said 
he today. 
‘ T will get out of this 
soon, I hope, thanks to tiie splen­ 
did nursing and 
excellent accom­ 
modations. I have several appoint­ 
ments awaiting me, but I 
do 
not 
know how soon I shall be able to 
fi)] them. 
I have spent a life on 
the work, 
with 
little 
compensa­ 
tion,and now have nothing to show 
for it. 
“ Organized labor suffers from tlie 
presence in its rank of a dishonest 
element, which pushes honesty to 
the rear. 
In Arkansas the Knights 
of Labor has b?.en ruined hv trick- 
ery, treachery and dishonest meth­ 
ods, largely practiced by one man 
who has been 
prominent 
in 
its 
councils.” 
In discussing the great strike on 
the Gould Southwestern system, he 
said : 
“ The strike which I was forced 
to order in 1886 brought out 30,000 
men in all the affiliated orders, and 
was the largest labor strike in the 
world up to that time. A fter three 
months of bitter fighting the strike 
was declared off and the men re­ 
turned to their work. 
W e did not 
accomplish our purpose fully, but 
we established a principle that is

years ago, were with 
Loughbridge at the time he met his 
death. 
He was drowned by the 
capsizing of a boat. 
The robbery 
of the Bank of Savannah by Lough­ 
bridge and O ’Brien was one of the 
most 
daring 
ever 
committed in 
Northwest Xlissouri. 
The robbers 
got $3,500 in cash and $15,000 in 
government bonds.

Botkin from which she cannot dis­ 
entangle 
herself. 
They are now 
patiently awaiting her arrival in 
this city.

evidence secured and the statements 
made by Mr. J. P. Dunning they 
say it will be an easy matter to con* 
vict the accused woman. 
For the first time since the mur­ 
der of Mrs. Ida Deane and Mrs. J. 
P. Dunning has been under inves­ 
tigation the state authorities talked 
for publication 
yesterday. 
They 
stated that the case had been fin­ 
ished for the time being, and that 
they had no doubt of the conviction 
of Mrs. Botkin, who has been ar­ 
rested, charged with sending the 
poisoned candy. 
W hen 
seen, Attorney General 
White, who has been directing the 
investigation, was greatly pleased 
with the success with which his 
efforts 
had been crowned.

were sent by registered mail, and 
are addressed to Detective M cV ey, 
in care of Chief of Police Lees, of 
San Francisco. 
They will reach 
their destination Monday, a few 
hours behind Detective M cV ey. 
Mr. W hite said the case was a 
very clear one against Mrs. Botkin, 
and that the newspapers had near­ 
ly all the facts, but lacked the de­ 
tails.

A fter the death of the poisoned 
women the 
family turned over to 
me the anonymous 
letters which

when he objected to the stories 
published saying he had not told 
all he knew. 
Not only did he tell 
this, but he gave some of the details 
of his life in the west to guide the 
authorities.

has a bank robbery my.stery. 
One 
of the largest banks in St. Louis 
has been sjstematically and regu­ 
larly 
robbed 
for 
the 
past 
two 
months, and in the effort to capture 
the culprit or culprits extraordina­ 
ry precautions have been observed 
bv both the bank officials and the 
detective department. 
H ow much money has been sto­ 
len is 
not 
yet 
definitely known. 
Some of the amounts stolen were 
reported to the police as follows : 
June I , stolen from vault, $500 in 
silver dollars; June 13, stolen from 
vault, $176; 
July 21, stolen from 
vault, $71; July 28, stolen from 
vault, $60; August 10, stolen from 
vault, $90. 
There are many other 
items 
in 
the 
total, 
and 
their 
amounts will, it is thought, swel 
the sum of money missing to thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
Chief 
of 
Detectives 
Desmond 
was called into consultation by the 
cashier of the bank. 
The cashier 
had no explanation to make. 
He 
only knew that on the morning of 
June 2, when the cashier’s vault 
was opened,one of the canvas sacks 
containing $500 was found empty. 
There was no evidence that the 
time lock had been tampered with, 
nor was there a sign of a mark on 
either the outer or inner steel walls. 
Four of Chief Desmond’s best men 
were promptly put at work, and 
their orders were to spare neither 
time, pains nor expense. 
A s a re­ 
sult, one of the bank employes is 
now under constant surveillance. 
A detective rooms next to his home, 
and the bank’s office force contains 
two new faces. 
They are city de­ 
tectives. 
The 
detectives were 
mystified 
for a time, but finally discovered 
the method of the robbery. 
The 
steel vault is protected by innu­ 
merable steel vertical bars crossed 
at intervals by horizontal steels. 
So close are the upright bars that it 
is almost impossible to thrust a 
darning need’e between them. 
But 
the lower horizontal bar is fully an 
inch and a half from the concrete 
floor, and this gave the sleuths a 
clew. 
The thief or thieves would 
enter the bookkeeper’s vault, lie 
flat on the floor and, wire in hand, 
reach in under the lower parallel 
bar. 
The wire had a hook at the 
end, and this served to pull the 
sack of bullion up to the partition. 
Then the hand would be inserted, 
a knife would sever the cord and 
out would roll the money. 
The name of the bank cannot be 
made public for some days for ob­ 
vious reasons.

It will, of course, always i^e an im­ 
mense advantage for field artiiicr} to 
i)C able to ])rodiice its destnictive ef­ 
fects in a small space of time; in other 
words, to become rajiiil-firing artii- 
lerv. 
But, inasmiieli as it ‘'fires upon 
wheels,” it is without the supports 
that render the ywoblem easy for naval 
artillery. 
To lire ra]'Kily it is ncce^;- 
sary that the jiointing of the gun 
must be preserved from one sliot to 
tlic other. 
The gun, carried back­ 
ward by the recoil, must of itseli re­ 
turn j'acciselv to the ]daco which it 
occii})ied before the detonation. Such 
a result could only be obtained by a 
specially arranged carriage. 
Two different systems of gun ear- 
riagos have heen tried.
